The skirmishes of November 6 on 
the Miersava River and on the 


Nidjica show that the Russian forces 
operating from Kielce have already 
advanced more than half way to 
Cracow. The Mierzava is a branch 
of the Nida, while the Nidjica is a 
small river parallel to the Nida and 
ten miles farther south. This is the 
most important gain of the week for 
the Russians. They are now with- 
in striking distance of Cracow and 
have reached a position where they 
seriously threaten all the ustrian 
armies that have been holding the 
positions along the San River. It is 
impossible for the latter to retreat 
along the natural lines to the west 
unless they succeed in checking this 
powerful Russian advance. 

If the Russians are able to press 
forward to Cracow and prevent the 
retreat of the Austrian armies 
Galicia through the open country to 
the south, the latter will have as 
their only line of escape a retreat 
over the Carpathian Mountains, which 
could hardly be accomplished at this 
season without disastrous losses.

ASK AMERICANS 
TO EVACUATE.

VERA CRUZ, Nov. 8—A great 
many of the merchants in Vera Cruz, 
at the behest of the Constitutionalists, 
have signed a petition requesting the 
American forces to leave the city. 

The petition, which was circulated 
by Constitutionalist agents, says the 
United States is mistaken as to the 
reluctance of the people to pay duties 
and taxes a second time and if the 
American forces will only depart they 
will willingly make the second pay- 
ment. 

A few of the merchants, who with- 
held their signatures from the peti- 
tion, are said to have been threatened 
with reprisals when the Constitution- 
alists finally recover the port.

“What is needed is bravery based

But there was 
a second lesson from these first bat-

“That was a murderous affair. Be- 
fore us and behind, to the left and to 
the right, houses and factory build- 
ings were burning and there was an 
incessant thunder from heavy artil- 
lery on both sides.

“On August 29, we witnessed the 
shelling of a temporary hospital by 
the enemy's heavy siege guns. This 
day, with its frightful scenes of war, 
I shall never forget in my life. In the 
morning we came near a chateau from 
which the Red Cross flag was float- 
ing. Some 400 wounded, including a 
few French, were being cared for in 
it. Already, on the day before, the 
enemy's fire had been raging around 
this chateau, but on the 29th inst. the 
French no longer respected the Red 
Cross flag. Perhaps they did not see 
it, but then it is not easy to explain 
why they spared the chateau on the 
previous day. In the interests of the 
truth, however, I must say here that 
the Red Cross often is not seen and 
thus it comes to pass on both sides 
that mistakes occur. 

“A quarter of an hour before the 
enemy opened fire I had been sum- 
moned to the commander of my bri- 
gade. When I came back the chateau 
and its surrounding buildings had been 
shot to pieces. I rode up to it. Groups 
of wounded passed me without ceas- 
ing. There were scenes of horror and 
human misery there. I saw men with

MYSTERIOUS DEATH 
IN LABORATORY. 


PROF. G. R. MINES OF MONTREAL 
KILIED EXPERIMENTING 
PON HIMSELF.

MONTREAL Nov. 8.—G. R. Mines, 
@ professor in physiology at McGill 
University, met death mnmyysteriously 
and tragically last night in his lab- 
oratory at the university. Just what 
caused his death is not known, but 
Principal William Paterson believes 
Prof. Mines, in the course of experi- 
ments upon himself in his chosen 
branch of physiology, dealing chiefly 
with the phenomena of the heart 
action and respiration, probably lost 
his life through the apparatus which 
was attached to his body getting out 
of order in some unknown manner. 

Prof. Mines had been in the labor- 
atorv all afternoon, working on his 
experiments. He was discovered in 
an unconscious state by the janitor 
shortly after six o'clock. The broken 
mechanism was still attached over 
the professor's heart. Aid was at 
once summoned and Prof. Mines was 
vonveyed to the Royal Victoria Hos- 
pital. He died before midnight with- 
out having recovered consciousness.

“To the lasting honor of the medical 
officers, I must mention that they had 
taken all the wounded, including the 
Frenchmen, out of the burning ruins 
of the chateau despite the heavy ar- 
tillery fire. en I rode to the 
French wounded I found them over- 
whelmed with gratitude for the help 
given them by the German sanitary 
corps. A wounded French lieutenant 
wrote out of his own accord a ‘ertifi- 
cate to the effect that the French 
army had shot to pieces this chateau 
in deflance of the Geneva Red Cross 
convention. 

“Of snipers we saw none. Wherever 
we came the French population—I 
must admit it—behaved decently. I 
saw nothing of dumdum bullets. Our 
men, I want to repeat, are unconquer- 
able when they have good officers and 
the strictest discipline. So far as our 
enemies are concerned, they defend 
themselves bravely and are by no 
means cowards. Only once, it was on 
September 24, a hundred Frenchmen, 
after a heavy battle by our artillery, 
suddenly signalled to us from their 
rifle pit and came out and surrendered. 

“In the first days of the war the 
troops opposed to us parently were 
not first class. The hotter the battles 
grew, however, and the farther we ad- 
vanced into France, the more des- 
perate was the resistance we had to 
break down. The. shooting ot the 
French is by no means bad, and they 
are defending themselves as well as 
they can, for they have everything at 
stake. I belleve that the French in 
the long run, will not prove able to re- 
sist our troops. 

“The day will come when France's 
military strength will break down— 
sooner or later. I hope to see it my- 
self, for I start for the front again in 
about a week.”

NEW YORK, Nov. §.—Gen. Eulatio 
Gutierrez, who wad elected President 
of Mexico at the recent Agtas- 
calientes convention, has been im- 
prisoned by Gen. Francisco Villa, ac- 
cording to a telegram said to come 
from Gen. Venustiano Carranza, and 
made public here tonight by the Mex- 
ican bureau of information, the same 
agency that last night announced 
Jutierres had repudiated the acts of 
the convention electing him. 

The telegram afcredited to Gen. 
Carranza did not say where the new 
President had been captured or where 
he was believed to be incarcerated. 

The reason for the seizure and con- 
finement of Gutiefrez, the message 
said, was that he had refused to be 
dominated by the demands of the 
Villa faction. ‘The telegram follows: 

“I wish to inform you that Gen. 
Gutierrez, who repudiated the Aguas- 
calientes convention and ‘the Villa 
clique, has been captured by Gen. 
Villa and imprisoned. The reason for 
the action was because he falled to 
live up to the dictations and demards 
af the Villa people. 

“I wish further to inform you that 
l consider the actions of the conven- 
tion as a farce and for that reason 
alone I am forced tot to recognize ite 
actions. The convention, which was 
dominated by Villaistas and reaction- 
aries, failed to actomplish the task 
it set out to do. Instead of working 
out a set of rules, by which Mexico 
might attain its formal conditions 
and peace and prosperity, they went 
and appointed another provisional 
President, hoping to be able to dom- 
inate him. When they realized thaj 
Gutierrez would not follow the dicta- 
tions of Villa they imprisoned him.”

ANIMALS’ SENSE OF WATER. 


Experiments in Australia Show That 
Sheep Will Discover the Presence 
of Unknown Springs Miles Away. 
[New York Press:] The French 
possess a curious institution in the 
form of an institute of zoologi psy- 
chology, established on a farm near 


Paris. This station comprises mead- | 


ows and barnyards, a stretch of for- 
est and a large pond stocked with 
fish. Then, too, there are spacious 
buildings, including modern stabies, 
a riding school, stalis for isolating ani- 
mals under special observation, an 
aquarium and a laboratory. A doave- 
cote is placed upon the roof of the 
main bullding. | 
It is reported by a scientist: that 
an important conclusion reached by 
the students is that some animals 
possess a special sense, whereby they 
can detect the presence of water even 
though they cannot see it. The ex- 
periments were undertaken at the sug- 
gestion of an Australian, who ad- 
dressed the institution with reference 
to his experience with sheep and cat- 
tle when being driven across country. 
In a place where the presence of 
water was wholly unexpected the Aus- 
tralian noted some curious facts. 
The leading animals suddenly would 
lift their heads and draw long 
breaths, Then they would abandon 
the beaten tracks and start running 
through the brush. Sometimes they 
would run for a mile and a half to 
two miles, and could not be gtopped 
by the drivers, their course invari- 
ably leading to a pond or springs 
hitherto unknown,

(Pittsburgh Gazett Times:] Ever 


since William Jennings Bryan began 
to pervade the State Department the 
presentation of newly arrived foreign 
diplomats to the President has been 
attended by much less formality than 
used to mark such ceremonies. The 


ichief reason for this is William Jen- 


nings Bryan. In previous adminis- 
trations, a new Ambassador or a new 
Minister has been introduced to the 
President, in acccrdance with cus- 


jtom, by the 


tary of State. The fact is, such diplo- 
matic chores as that are among the 
main functions of the Third Assistant 
Secretary, who deals largely with the 
social side of things. But Mr. Bryan 
has fallen into the habit of making 
such presentations himself. That is 
why the ceremonies have become less 
formal. William Jennings Bryan is 
not a sticker for custom or precedent. 
If-he were a crank cn the subject he 
would not make Chautauqua speeches 
in a little alpaca coat scarcely any 
than a wrestling jacket. Mr. 
Bryan thinks that a great deal of the 
formality that creeps into our customs 
should be catalogued among things 
that are entirely useless—like cauli- 
flower, rats, mustaches, hat check: 
boys in restaurants and Pomeranian 
dogs. 

Some few months ago when Mr. 
Bryan went down to Nerfolk, Va., to 
receive Mr. Muller, the Brazilian Sec- 
retary of State, his attention was 
called to the fact that he really ought 
to be wearing a high hat instead of 
the everyday felt. dome covering he 
had brought alone. 

Mr. Bryan readily agreed to do 
whatever his high position demanded 
of him, and so he borrowed a silk 
hat from a steamboat captain.

who threw themselves into the con- 
test for a sober citizenship and a pro- 
tected fireside. ; 

“Une cause of defeat was that many 
temperance people never rallied from 
their disappointment that the conven- 
tion insisted upon fixing the campaign 
for a year which seemed to have so 
utterly unpropitious. A great 
victory is never won by divided forces; 
and it would be well in the future, if, 
along with our sanguine enthusiasm, 
we shall also be wise as serpents and 
harmless as doves. 

“It takes something more than a 
lusty convention filed with noisy 
partisans to win a campaign; and 
knowing the strength of our enemies 
we will go into our next campaign 
with more of the methods of our 
enemies, but with none of their mc 
tives. There have been many flascoes 
of fanaticiem in dealing with this 
whisky devil, but the only way to kill 
him is to go out and fight him. Let 
those who cannot fight stay home and 
pray, but let those who are strong go 
out to fight and pray as they fight. 

“In all our battles with the devil 
we must never discount our common 
sense or our calmest judgment. We 
must always take counsel of our 
wisdom as well as of our wishes and 
our enthusiasm. 

“We will win in our next contest 
in California because our workers will 
be more statesmanlike, and we wil! 
submit to wisest counsels. We will 
not be any less sanguine, but we win 
be more sagacious: we will not have 
any less faith, but we will have more 
strategy; and we will not onty pour 
out our prayers, we will likewise pour 
out our money. 

“It was a victorious defeat because 
it was a great campaign of educa- 
tion. The prohibition principle was 
never so familiar, and never so pop- 
ular in California. Some of our work 
ers underestimated the power and 
strategy of the whisky devil. Cali- 
fornia is one of the greatest strong- 
holds of alcohol in America, because 
of the large viticultural interests and 
because traditional patriotism. 
which has udly exploited Califor- 
nia wines. Then, too, the cosmopoll- 
tan character of our people, and the 
fact that our charming climate makes 
California a constant hospitanle host 
to peoples from all lands, very much 
intensified the problem of making 
California dry. But it is coming, mag- 
nificently, inevitably coming and the 
os interests would better get ready 
or it. 

“Please notice that the State of 
Southern California nas gone ‘dry. 
have always resented the suggestion 
that our State should be divided. 
have proudly rejoiced in our magnifi- 
cent commonwealth ‘hanging down 
the middle of the world,’ but I can 
see very plainly that if Northern Cali- 
fornia shall persist in making its great 
city a modern Babylon, where the 
revelries and orgies of ancient de- 
generacy are not only to be tolerated 
but approved and encouraged, the 
people south of the Tehachepi may 
wish to be set off by themselves 80 
as not to be held responsible for the 
horrible abominations of unbridled 
and licentious paganism.”

To 
the faithful disciple of Jesus today 
there comes the opposition and 
sometimes persecution which mani- 


„tests the enmity of the world toward 


that which has to do with true and 
holy living. The love of the world 
and the lust for that which appeals 
to men’s passions urge men to do that 
which is in opposition to the high- 
est and noblest, the way of truth and 
soberness and right living is found to 
be a way in which if men walk they 
must challenge the forces of evil and 
courageously press on with persist- 
ent determination to fight in the 
name of the Master who persistently 
fought in his great conquest with sin 
and secured victory because he dared 
to meet the forces of evil and had 
the courage to stand and challenge 
the forces in the strongholds of the 
enemy.

In this 
day of advanced and enlightened civi- 
lization, the popular and easy way of 
communication is through the medium 
of writing. Sometimes the writer 
signs his name; more frequently the 
epistle is anonymous. 

“When such a missive arrives, the 
average person is at a 
what to do, or how to respond.

“Then, in the second place, it atif- 
fened up the backbone of the king. 
Hezekiah belonged to the molluscular 
denomination. He was somewhat of a 
jelly fish. e had a wish bone where 
he ought to have had a backbone, 
This conference with the king of kings 
put iron into his soul. He went out 
to meet the trying situation every inch 
aman.

Machine to Wash Blood. 


[New York Times:] Brief mention was

Its 
action is much like that of the kidneys 
and it has been called an artificial kidney. 
Demonstrations before bodies of phys.

and in London. The device consists of a 
system of tubes, one end of which is con- 
nected with an artery and the other with 
a vein. The blood ts propelled through 
the tubes by the heart's action. In some 
of the experiments one-third of the ant- 
mal's blood has been allowed to circulate 
thus in the tubes outside of the body. To 
take the place in the body of the blood 
that is temporarily outside of it. the near- 
est approach to the blood serum of an 
animal is used—a mixture of salt and 
water in certain proportions, referred to 
in laboratory experimentation as “normal 
saline solution.” Before cireulation in the 
apparatus is established, the system of | 
tubes is filled with this solution and thus, 
bloed on entering the tubes forces the sa- 
line solution into the body. 

The tubes through which the blood flows 
are surrounded by an outer uuid and the 
material of which the tubes are made— 
called cellaidin— is porous enough to al- 
low substances ſt is desired to eliminate to 
pass through the sides of the tubes by 
diffusion into the outer fluid.

Ride Over Fiesh Platform. 

A 2 of the London 
Mail, who has been traveling in the Bast 
Prussian field of operations, describes a 
Cossack device to overcome wire entangle 
ments.

“This plan, however, was soon imitated 
by the Germans, who were equally fearless 
and successful in carrying it out,” 


Resistance to Fatigue. 

The power of resistance of fatigue of the 
French soldiers is 6 per cent. greater 
that of the German soldiers, declares Dr. 
Philip Tissie, an eminent physician, who 
made observations of 151 French and 256 
German wounded in the Pau hospital. The 
rvations were made with Pachon’s os- 
cillometer, which shows theveffect of fatigue 
on the blood circulation. 

According to Dr. Tissie, the immense et- 
forts which are demanded of the Germans 
greatly reduce their recuperative power. 
Their blood, he says, is poisoned by fatigue 
to such an extent that when they die their 
bodies decompose immediately. 

Feeding the Gritish Seidiers. 

The liberal supply of jam furnished the 
British soldiers is not a luxury, but a neces- 
sary preventive of scurvy. 

Millions of pounds of jam were consumed 
by the British troops in the Boer war, and 
the army in France has been kept well sup 
plied with it in the present campaign. 

The British soldier is the best fed in Eu- 
rope. A force of 200,000 men is given four 
months’ rations on this scale: . 20,000... 
pounds of hard bread, 18,000,000 pounds of 


beef, 1,600,000 pounds of compressed vege-- 


tables, 720,000 tins of condensed milk, 800, 
000 pounds of salt and 800,000 pounds of 
coffee and 400,000 pounds of tea, 40,000 gal- 
lons of rum, 64,000 bottles of port and 24,000 
bottles of whisky and 2,900,000 tins of jam 
of one pound each. 

Among the miscellaneous stores used at 
the front are tons of alum for purifying wa- 
ter, chloride of lime and carbolic acid 
powder disinfectants.

Transcontinental Traveling Is 
Now Popular. 


ö In addition to the usual large num- 
ber of eastern motorists who Come 
regularly to California for the winter, 
there are many more who will drive 
across to the approaching expositions 
at San Francisco and San Diego, as- 
eerts Chairman Frank X. Mudd of the 
AAA. touring board, which reports 
an increasing call for information on 
the different routes that can now be 
used for trips all er a rater part of 
the way across the continent. 

The most popular season for cross- 
country travel is the early fall, when 
the weather is likely to be more set- 
tled than in the spring, and long-dis- 
tance trips can be made more com- 
fortably than in midsmummer. 
During 1914 there has been relative- 
ly little threugh travel over the ex- 
treme northern route, on account of 
the road work in process thraugb 
Snoqualmie Pass in the Cascade Moun- 
tains. But that stragetic improvement 
is now nearing completion, so that, de- 
ginning next year, the “Northwest 
Trail” may be considered safer and 
more feasibte than ever before. Yel- 
lowstone and Glacier National parks 
are directl, tapped by the pioneer 
northern transcontinental route. 
Probably up to mid-October, most of 
the west-bound travel tc the Pacific 
Coast will use the Lincoln highway. 
On account of the likelihood of en- 
countering snow in the Cascade Moun- 
tains after November, there remains 
the option of leaving the route at Salt 
Lake City fer the final link in the 
‘midland trail.” through Tonopah.

ACT A BAD CHARACTER. 

D F. Howe, the pastor of Westlake 
Methodist Episcopal Church preached 
Sunday evening from Matt. xxvi:74, 
“Then began he to curse and to swear, 
saying, I know not the man.” The 
subject was “Snap Shots of Simon 
Peter, or, the Normal Pulse of Char- 
acter.” He sald in part: 

“We can’t determine a man's char- 
acter by a single snap shot. A snap 
shot of Peter denying his Lord would 
lead to a false estim te of the man. 
Take other views of him as he sought 
to defend his Lord, and when he made 
his creat confession, and on the day of 
Pentecost, when he preached Christ 
boldly. You can «et a snap shot of 
the worst character doing a good deed, 
but that does not make the character 
good. Recently a mouse was em- 
ployed to. carry a thread through a 
long tron pipe, to which a wire was 
attached. Good act by the mouse; 
‘but that does not redeem his char- 


er. 
“Mouse traps and cats will still be 
needed. 80 one good act does not 

e a bad character good; nor one 

act a good character bad. There 
is a normal pulse of character; it is 
to be judged by that and not by a 
few high beats or low beats; just as 
we do the health of the body. There 
ie a trend in a human life as there 
ie in a river; the trend determines 
the life. 

“The Mississippi trends south, but 
it flows in short bends north, east 
and west. You can't stand at a bend 
and determine the river’s true course 
or trend. So it is with life. Petef’s 
life trended right; at heart he wanted 
to do God's will.

DROUTH-RESISTING CROPS. 


Kammer Corn and Spineless Cactus 
Are Two That Will Make Good in 
the Dry Regions. 

[Chicago Jcurnal:] Throughout one- 
quarter of the area of the United 
States rainfall is too scanty or too 
uncertain to produce ordinary crops. 
Irrigation can reach cnly a tiny per- 
centage of this vast arid and semi- 
arid region. For the rest, crops must 
be found which will mature with 
much less rain than that required to 
develop wheat or corn, or an area sev- 
eral times the size of most European 
kingdoms will be of use only for gras 
ing, mining and scenery. 

me progress has been made al- 
ready in this development of drought- 
redisting crops. Kaffir corn has made 
the fortune of two or three countries 
in Kansas, because it will ripen a good 
crap when ordinary corn is burned up 
by the drought. There are vast areas, 
however, where even kaffir corn will 
net grow. What of these? 
BRurbank’s spineless cactus is one 
proposed answer, but so far that 
muth-advertised plant has not become 
very popular. Some students believe 
that the honey lecust and 
quite will furnish forage on the dry 
plains. Others point to the olive. 
which bears good crops on the border 
of the Sahara, though receiving less 
thah ten inches of rainfall per year.

Financial Situation Believed 
to be the Cause. 


Money and Valuables Fill 
Safety Deposit Bor. 


Political Activity Foments

LONG BEACH, Nov. 8&.—Though 
she had property estimated to be 
worth $20,000 and had money and 
Valuables in safe deposit boxes, Mrs. 
Mary E. Moore, aged 57 years, hung 
herself some time last night in her 
apartment at No. 242 West Sixth 
street. Her body was cut down this 
morning by the police who are still 
striving to find a motive. They are 
inclined to attribute the suicide to 
worry over the financial situation and 
its effect on her property. 

Mrs. Moore shared a three-room 
apartment with Mre. A. M. Ogilbie 
The latter left Mrs. Moore in seem- 


ingly good spirits and health at 10:30 
o'clock last night. This morning Mrs. 
Ogilbie found her dead, hanging from 
the closet door. She had tied a rope 
to a sewing machine and then threw 
the rope over the door. She fastened 
the rope to a shaw! strap which she 
tied around her neck and placed a 
inside the shawlistrap. She 


them from under her when she was 
ready to die. 

Detective Denny, Patrolman Yancy. 
and Policewoman Reinhardt answered 
the call from Mrs. F. A. Hibbard, the 
landlady. The body was removed to 
the Mottell undertaking parlors. 
Later written instructions that her 
body should be taken to the Cleveland 
morgue were found, and the last wish 
of the deceased was carried out. 


PROVIDES FOR FATE. 


The note found in Mrs. Moore's ef. 
fects runs ag follows: b 

“If I should die suddenly, send my 
body to Cleveland's. Bury me in my 
white dress, in the bottom drawer of 
my bureau. You will find a key to a 
safe deposit box. Give it to the Ex- 
change National Bank which is ex- 
ecutor of my estate. Telegraph my 
brother, Skiles Browning, Uniontown, 
Fayette county, Pa. Give the machine 
to Mra. Patterson, No. 235 Pacific 
avenue.” 

Mrs. Patterson, who knew Mra. 
Moore for more than ten years and 
who lived with her for a great part of 
that time, told part of the dead wo- 
man's story. Mrs. Patterson denied 
that Mrs. Moore was in tmmediate 
need of money. She said the deceased 
was wealthy and had money and val- 
nables on deposit in the same safe 
deposit box as Mrs. Patterson used. 

Mrs. Moore came here from Pitts- 
burgh twelve years ago. She had no 
relatives in the West and she made 
few acquaintances. She hed business 
and residence property in Pittsburgh. 
a ranch of 160 acres near Sacramento, 
and other property. Mrs. Patterson 
was greatly surprised to hear of the 
suicide of her friend and hinted at 
troubles other than financial. 

Mre. Ogilbie, with whom the dead 
women lived, stated that Mra. Moore 
had been trying vainly to raise $1000 
for the past few days but she did not 
think the failure to raise the money 
was the cause of the suicide. 

Before she adjusted the shawlistrap 
and rope around her neck, Mrs. Moore 
made her bed and placed her room in 
perfect order.
